A report on crop conditions nnd ncre- 
Bge compiled by the first o( May is in 
many respects incomplete, yet contains 
sufficient in formation to be of benefit in 
arriving at more accurate data later in 
the season. 

It is tbe intention of the department, 
as provided by Inw under thie branch of 
the report, to secure statistics of our 
agricultural products for Inter compila- 
tion. With this end in view we request 
the reporters who have bo efficiently 
served the department, to make their 
inquiries as extended as possible with 
the purpose of getting statistic! that 
will be practlcAlly correct. 

In regard to onr staple crop of cotton 
it is gratifying to note that n email re- 
duction in acreage is reported. While 
it would have been pleasing to record a 
marked decrease in acreage, yet the fact 
that the steps taken in the last few 
years to make cotton an independent 
money crop have not been retraced is 
cause for congratulation. It will be 
seen from the tabulated statement that 
the condition and prospect compared to 
an average of five years for the state is 
9 per cent below the average, and that 
tliis decrease in prospect is most marked 
in. Southwest Georgia, while Middle 
Georgia shows a condition nearly equal 
to the avnrnge of the Inst five years. 
Throughout the state the crop is from 10 
to IS days late, and where the plant is 
up many imperfect stands are reported. 

Several years have marked on increase 
in the acreage devoted to the corn crop 
and we trust the future will see no ret- 
rogression in this respect, and that the 
self sustaining farmer may be soon 
found all over Georgia. The condition 
of the crop, owing to the cold weather 
the latter part of March and; the first of 
April, in about per cent below an 
average of the last several years. Owing; 
to the advanced condition of the crop in 
South w«s tern Georgia the decreaso in

ran very properly find a place. During 
the year in the reports of the depart- 
ment we have on several occasions 
called attention to tin.' best methods of 

fertilizing and of cultivating: this crop, 
which wo hope has receivod the atten- 
tion of our farmers. 

No change in the acreago devoted to 
this crop for the entire state is shown. 
Southwest, Middle and East Georgia 
show a slight gain which is lost in the 
other sections of the state. For the en- 
tire state the condition and prospect 
may he regarded as poor. 

Our rapidly developing horticultural 
interest has suffered this spring the 
greatest disaster of this chnracter per- 
haps that the state has ever passed 
through. Certain it is that there has 
never been such a wholesale destruction 
of the fruit crop sinco this interest de- 
velop-'d beyond tbe orchard for home 
use. While the destruction has been so 
great and the loss so heavy, yet those 
engaged in the business are not disheart- 
ened, as they recognize the fact that so 
severe a freeze is indeed a rare ocenr- 

In some localities a few peaches will 
be made, and a moderate gathering of 
apples may be expected.

SWEET POTATO CULTTKE. 

Please give mo what yon consider the 
best method of planting and cultivating 
sweet potatoes? A. M. H., 

Social Circle, 

We are pleased to note your interest 
in ihe cultivation of the sweet potato. 
The late Gnstave Speth of the state ex- 
periment station introduced an article 
on ill culture with these words: 

"There are few crops at home in our 
southern states that have been more neg- 
lected and whose value and usefulness 
have beon less appreciated than tho 
sweet potato." 

That it merits more attention cannot 
he ijuestioned, and ifi strongly evidenced 
by its value to the market gardener in 
dollars and cents and for home con- 
sumption on every farm. 

For the sweet potato the laud should 
ho thoroughly prepared, well pulverized 
and subsoiled. The plant requires con- 
siderable inoisturo and thus can bo best 
conserved by deep plowing and subsoil- 
ing. The ordinary custom of setting tho 
plants on a bed and in the process of 
cultivation hilling up the beds wo be- 
lieve will be found beat on wet laud or 
or a rainy season, but consider 
the method of many of the experi- 
ments at the state station of flat culture 
as advantageous on dry land, and when 
the ecasou is a dry one, the slips should 
be set a feet opart in rows Z 13 or 4 feet 
apart, two to the hill, and care should 

, be taken to have a good stand by re- 
planting wherever n slip fails to grow, 

I and this replanting should be done at 
the earliest possible time. The cultiva- 
tion of the crop should be rapid and 
thorough until the vines become bo large 

; as to become injured. As a fertilizer, 
like the Irish potato, the sweet potato 
requires one in which potash is the doni- 
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O. L. C, Bartow. 
Wo believe in thorough preparation 
and shallow cultivation. Experiments 
have sufficiently demonstrated that in 
nearly every instance shallow culture 
Will give an increased yield.

balance the amount of nitrogen it con- 
tains, A dressing of ground bone or of 
acid phosphate is therefore beneficial in 
conjunction.
